The trio 
will proceed to New Delhi tomorrow, ac- 
companied by the Viceroy; and from there 
issue a statement in a few days on “thé 
next steps to be taken.”

In meantime, how- 
ever, it is to be hoped that the “experts” 
on India in -this and other countries will 
not further confuse the issue by prescrib- 
ing new formulas for settlement.
